Washington, D. C., July 23. — [Special. }— 
Just before Mr. Taft left Virginia Hot Springs 
for Oyster Bay his attention was called to a 
rule of the Supreme court in regard to the is- 
suance of injunctions which seems to have 
been entirely lost sight of in the discussion of 
the platform plank demanded by the labor 
leaders. 

Everybody has admitted that the writ of 
injunction has been abused only in the rarest 


eases. Now and then a judge has carelessly 


used an order without going into the facts. 


It is probable, however, that in a great many 


more cases no injunctions have been issued, 
although the facts probably warranted them. 
Former Attorney General W. H. H. Miller 


 <gaformed Mr. Taft that there was a rul@of 


the Supreme court for the guidance of the 
Circuit courts of the United States which 
provided that notice must be given in all ex- 
cept emergency cases. No one had a copy 
of this rule, and it was too late to open up a 
new discussion in the letter of acceptance, 


hat the matter will be taken up during the 


campaign in such a way as to show that in 
labor disputes, as well as in all other litiga- 
tion, the rights of defendants are fully pro- 
tected by an order of the highest court in 


. the land. 


Rule as Binding as Law. 


_. Esecured a copy of this rule, and another 


eopy has already been mailed to Mr. Taft. 
These rules of practice are prescribed by the 
Supreme court for the guidance of equity 
courts. They are as binding on Circuit and 
District courts as any statute law, and any 
judge, if his attention were called to them, 
would follow the instructions, because other- 
wise the case would certainly be reversed on 
appeal and the offending judge would be 
subject to public rebuke. The rule to which 
the former attorney general called the at- 
tention of Mr. Taft is as follows: 

“ Whenever an injunction ig asked for by a 
bill to stay proceedings at law, if the defend- 
ant does not enter his appearance and plead @ 
demurrer or answer to the same within the 
time prescribed by these rules, the plaintiff 
shall be entitled as of course upon motion 
without notice to such injunction. But a 
ction shall be granted only upon 

1% other party hy the court in 
term or by the judge thereof in “vacation, 
after a hearing, which may be ex parte, if 
the adverse does not appear at the time 
and place ordered. In every case where an 
injunction—either common injutiction or 
special injunction—is awarded in vacation. it 
shall, unlese previously dissolved by the 
judge granting the same, continue until the 
next term of court, or until it ls dissolved 
by some other order of court,” 


Modified by Statute. 


This rule of the Supreme court for the 
regulation of Circult courts in their equity 
practice is, of course, modified by the provi- 
sion of law of June 1, 1872, which reads as 
follows: 

“That whenever notice is given of a mo- 
tion for an injunction out of a Circuit or Dis- 
trict court of the United States, the court or 
judge thereof may, if there appear to be 
danger of irreparable injury from delay, 


_grant an order resträining the act sought 


to be enjoined until a decision is had upon the 
motion. Such order may be granted with 
er without security in the discretion of the 
court or judge: Provided, that no justice of 
the Supreme court shall hear or allow any 
application for an injunction or restraining 
order except within the circuit to which he is 


. ,gllotted and in causes pending in the circuit 


Ro which he ie allotted, or in such causes at 
such places outside of the circuit as parties 
may in writing stipulate, except in causes 
where such application cannot be heard by 
the circuit judge of the circuit or en 
fudge of the district.”

SHOOTS AND KILLS 


Architect William Braniteky, 
a Cripple, Slays Lucas 


Sletten, Wrecker 
of His Home. 


FAST IN A PLASTER CAST. 


Powerless Until Visitor and 


Wife, Struggling in Hall, 
Pass Open Door of 
His Room. 


Fate last evening chanced to place Lucas 
Sletten within the range of the supposedly 
helpless invalid whose home he had broken 
up, and the invalid—lying in bed in a plaster 
cast which practically precluded possibility 
of movement—fired two shots and killed him. 


be a well known architect with an office ip 
the Unity building, fired the shots and 
avenged the wrongs over which he had been 
brooding for more than two years. In the 
doorway of his room, a witness of the sheot- 
ing, was his young wife, Eloise, who is cred- 
ited with causing much of the trouble. 
The tragedy took place in the Branitsky 
apartment at 4007 Grand boulevard. Bran- 
itzky ie 88 years old, his wife 26; Sletten was 
28. Branitzky became bedridden six months 
age, a victim of tuberculosis of the spine. 
The victim of the bullets had on a previous 
occasion caused Mrs, Branitzky to leave her 
husband, but she had returned to him some 
time ago. Three months ago, against the 
husband’s wishes, Sletten became a boarder 
in the apartment. There were threeothers 
boarding at the house, but Sletten was the 
only one of whom the husband was jealous. 


Hears His Wife Struggling. 

At 8:30 o’cloch last evening Branitaky, from 
his bedroom, heard his wife struggling with 
one of the boarders. It was Sletten. Owing 
to the nature of his affliction Branitsky was 
unable to leave the bed. 

The struggle continued in the rear part of 
the house and Mrs. Branitsky’s cries for help 
were carried to the hueband’s ears through 
a long corridor that runs from his bedroom 
to the kitchen. 

Let go ot mel Please let me alone!“ cried 
the woman, who tried to free herself. 

Into a small room off the kitchen Sletten 
was trying to drag the woman. She broke 
away from his grasp and fied down the corri- 
dor toward her husband’s bedroom, 

O, Wil, Will!” she screamed. 
striking me!” 


“Lou is 


Sletten was the man with whom his wife was 
struggling. He managed to reach under his 
pillow and get a revolver. The weapon

Meanwhile the wife had fied down the hall 
to the door of her husband's room, where 
Sletten seized heragain. Feeling secure that 
the bedridden husband could not give his 
wife any assistance, Sletten rushed after her 
into the room. Hecaught the woman around 
the waist and dragged her back towards the 
hall. 

Branitzky, lying with his head to the north, 
almed his revolver. He had to fire over his 
left shoulder because he could not straighten 
up in bed to take aim. The wife and Sletten 
were standing in the doorway near a radiator, 

Come on, Hloise, come with me,” said 
Sletten, grabbing her by the arm. 

The wife jerked away from his grasp, and. 
at that second Branitzky fired. 

There was a second shot, and Sletten, with 
two bullets in his body, reeled from the room. 
The husband says he did not take aim in 
shooting, and from the position in which he 
lay the police believe his story. 

Sletten fell against the front door of the 
flat with his hand clutching the knob. He 
openéd the door and walked out of the vesti- 
bule into Grand boulevard. He took but a 
few steps when he fell at the corner of For- 
tieth street. 


Crowd Attracted by Shots. 

Persons on the street who had heard the 
shots and later saw Sletten stagger out of the 
Grand boulevard apartment building rushed 
to his side when he fell. He told them that he 
had been shot accidentally. 

A large crowd had gathered around the 
wounded man when an automobile driven by 
J. W. Phillips, 418 Bowen avenue, stopped 
at the corner. In the machine were Leroy 
Baumgarten, 4837 Grand boulevard, and H. 
W. Sherburne, 268 Sixty-eixth street. 

Sletten was picked up and placed in the 
automobile and the party drove in haste to 
the Baptist hospital, Thirty-fourth street and 
Rhodes avenue. 

The course was straight down the boule- 
vard, and the chauffeun paid no heed to the 
ordinance against speeding. He drew up at 
the hospital in less than five minutes, but it 
was discovered then that Sletten was dead. 

The auto with the body was then driven 
to the Stanton avenue station, only a block 
distant. Thus i was that the police learned 
of the shooting. Lieut. Hanley questioned 
the occupants of the car and then telephoned 
the Fiftieth street station in which district 
the shooting had taken place. 

The Fiftieth street patrol wagon wae rushed 
to the place where Sletten had been found 
dying, and the police quickly learned thas 
the shooting occurred in the apartments of 
Branitzky. 


Facts Concealed at First. 

Mrs. Branitzky and her husband at first 
denied all knowledge of the shooting. Be- 
cause of the husbands condition the police 
made no attempt to remove him from the 
house, but Mrs. Branitsky was taken to the 
Stanton avenue station. On her arrival there 
she was told that Sletten was dead, and she 
became hysterical. She refused to talk. 

Soon after the shooting Inspector Hunt was 
notified and he hastened to the Branitsky 
home. The architect has known the in- 


| spector for several years, and when he en- 


tered the bedroom Branitaky at once told 
fully the story of the shooting. 

After making the statement he said to the 
inspector: 

Lou don’t blame me for doing what I did, 
do you? He should have been killed by me 
years ago. I only die what any other hus- 
band would have done under the circum- 
stances. 

Inspector Hunt left two policemen in 
charge of Branitsky, who will be charged 
formally with murder, 

Husband Tells the Story. 

After the police had concluded taking the 
formal statement from Brünttaky, the in- 
valid was permitted to talk to reporters.

Eight Embryo Army Officers Await 
Gen. Wright’s Decision, 


New York, July 23.—{Special.}—Hight West 
Point cadets, two of them first classmen, 
have been found guilty of hazing by a board 
ef officers appointed by Col. Hugh L. Scott, 
superintendent of the United States Military 
academy, and their dismissal from the acad- 
emy has been recommended to the secretary 
of war. 

It is the first time since the famous iInvesti- 
gation of haging at West Point several years 
ago that the authorities there had such a 
serious situation to handle, and it was only 
after an investigation that lasted nearly a 
month that the board of officers of which 
Lieut. Col. Robert Lee Howze, commandant 
of cadets, was president, that sufficient evi- 
dence was found to warrant the dismissal of 
the eight cadets who had been ordered to 
their homes. 

The cadets found guilty of hazing and 
recommended for dismissa! are: 

WILLIAM r. ROSSELL JR., an honor man of 
the Arat class and « son of Lieut. Cel, Rossell, 
corps of engineers, U. 5. A. 

HARRY @ WEAVER, Srst class man, of Ohi- 
cago. 

GEORGE WASHINGTON CHASE II., third 
class man, of New York. 

JAMES A. GILLESPIE, third class man, of 
Pennsylvania. 

BYROXM,QUINBY JONES, third class man, of 
New Tork. 

WILLIAM NALLE II., third class man, of 
Virginia. ;

ISAAC SPALDING, PRS eee of Okle- 
homa. 

The plight of the cadets caused the great- 
est excitement among the cadets at West 
Point. The ordering of the young men to 
their homes, there to remain until Gen. Luke 
E. Wright, the new secretary of war, acts 
on the recommendation of the board that 
tried them, fell like a bombshell in the tented 
village opposite Constitution Island, where 
the cadets are encamped. 

Cover Their Tracks Well. 

It can be said, however, that never in the 
history. of West Point was evidence of hazing 
so carefully and so skillfully concealed from 
the authorities as it was in this particular 
case. Even the cadet officers were kept out 
of the secret, while as for the plebes, as the 
fourth clasemen are called, they all took 
their medicine like men, and it took a month's 
questioning to get any evidence of value out 
of them. 

The type of haging that will go down in 
history as the brand of 1008 had as its foun- 
dation 4 new regulation that originated in 
the mind of one of the 2 


—— 


men whose fate rests with the secretary of 
‘war. This youngster thought it would be 
great fun if the plebes who entered the acad- 
emy about three months ago, and number 
about 125, were required to fall in at the 
first tap of the warning drum mat ead of wait- 
ing the five minutes that intervene between 
the beating of the Grim and the final call 
known as the assembly. This regulation 
was enforced so sécretly that hot a single 
cadet officer knew-that anything was wrong 
until the news leaked out that an eit 
tion was on foot. 

The plebes were called one by one and, 
although they knew that they were in honor 
bound to answer any question about the 
academy that the board asked them, to a 
man they decided that the board would have 
to ask the right question first and they acted 
accordingly. 


Use Ants to Plague Plebes. 

Finally one day one of the witnesses said 
something about an ant and the board started 
to investigate the ant situation at West 
Point. They learned that several large col- 
onies of the little insects were camped at the 
point and that the new cadets knew more 
about ants than probably any other body of 
young men in the world. 

Finally the “ant problem was solved and 
here is the Solution: 

When a plebe violated the warning drum 
regulation and failed to fall in promptly 
he had to be punished. Plebe would be re- 
ported to one of the hazers as having violated 
the fall in regulation and, pleading guilty, 
the upper class men would my something 
like this to him; 

“Go out into G company street and pick 
up a hundred nice fat ants, put them in your 
cap, and in half an hour come back, count 
them, and if any are absent report according- 
ty. If all are present or accounted for put 
them in your locker until further orders.” 

If an ant wae absent the plebe would prob- 
ably. be ordered out to capture another fifty 
as an additional punishment. 


Made to Hat with Feet Up. 

Still another form of hazing was ordered 
at meal times. This required the plebe when 
he sat down at the table to place the tips of 
his toes against the bottom of the table and 
eat in that almost impossible position until 
at a signa! from one of hia tormentors he wag 
permitted to resume 4 natural attitude, 

One of the first clasemen, it developed dur- 
ing the trial, had been more cruel than any 
of the others. This cadet, it appears, com- 
pelled the plebes to care for his room, and 
when they did the menial service in such a 


way as to meet with his disapproval he atruck 
them in the stomach. There is absolutely 


no chance of thie cadet ever being reinstated, 


it was said by an officer at the Army and 
Navy club tonight.

Among Injured in Storm. 


Gettysburg. Pa., July 28.—[Special.]—Three 
privates were killed by lightning, two score 
of other persons, including Gov. Stuart, hie 
sister, Miss Cora Stuart, and Surgeon Gen- 
eral C. C. Wiley, were stunned, and every 
tent was swept to the ground tonight when 
a terrific thunder and wind storm descended 
upon the encampment of the state national 
guard of Pennsylvania on the Géttysburg 
battlefield. | 


The Dead. 

‘The dead are: 

PRIVATE BARBE, Eighteenth regiment. 
PRIVATE MORRISON, Tenth regiment. 
PRIVATE GARVER, Tenth regiment, 

The body of Garver was severed in twain 
as though by a sword. 

Rain which borderéd on a cloudburst ac- 
companied the storm, flooding the encamp- 
ment, spreading to the town and inundating 
the streets for a depth of two feet. Dosens 
of guardsmen and Gettysburg citizens nar- 
rowly escaped drowning. 


Companions Have Narrow Escapes. 

Bach of the soldiers wae killed in his 
tent. Companions of the dead men were 
badly burned and stunned. All the dead pri- 
vates are from the Second brigade, located 
in the western part of the state. 

Gov. Stuart, with his sister, Mise Cora 
Stuart, was holding a reception at division 
headquarters, located on a knoll overlooking 
Emmittsburg road. There were more than 
twoscore officers, civilians, and women in the 
party. Included was Charles B. Mann of 
Philadelphia, a member of the state railway 
commission. In the front of the division 
tents is a tall metallic fagsta, 


Bolt Strikes a Flagstaff. 

Although there were threatening clouds, 
the governor and his friends did not retire 
because there was no rain. 

Then came a terrific clap of thunder. A 
balt of lightning struck the top of the flag- 
staff and ran to the bottom. It hit the 
ground not more than a dozen feet from 
where Gov. Stuart and the others stood. As 
it did, the governor and officers and civiliang 
toll to the ground stunned. 

At the same time there were, one after an- 
other, three claps of thunder and lightning 
bolts, These are believed to be the ones 
that killed the privates. 

Wind Follows the Lightning. 

Then the wind and rain descended upon the 
encampment, upon the prostrate forms of 
the governor and others Tents were swept 
over upon them.

ONE CENT LEFT IN POCKET. 


Left Notes Telling of Long Journey’ 
He Expected to Take. 


While despondent on account of financial 
reverses Walter A. Williams shot and kill 
himself last evening in the saloon of Smyth 
& Behrens, 10 Quincy street, next door to the 
place where he had lost his money, 

In his pockets were found three lettters, 
one addressed to his brother, the Rev. H. 
Williams, a priest living n South Haven, 
Mich,; one to his mother, Mra. Fannie Will- 
jams of Detroit; and another to Mrs. F. J. 
Shafer, 1012 Warren avenue, a cousin and 
the wife of his former partner in business. 
Shafer reached the saloon just as Williams 
killed himself. 

Williams came to Chicago three months 
ago from Ohio, after he had d a forty 
acre farm. He went into the saloon busi- 
nese with Shafer at 10 Quincy street, invest- 
ing $400, all the money be had of a small 
fortune, most of which he lost by bad in- 
vestments. 

Sunday the saloon was closed because of 
financial troubles. Shafer took much of 
the stock and furnishings and left the place 
after he had divided the assets with Will- 
jams. The latter received $4. When this 
was spent on Tuesday Wllliame gold his 
watch for $2. He had 1 cent when he com- 
mitted suicide. 


Shoots Himself at Table. 
Williams was seated at a table in the ga- 
loon, when William Ross, 117 Clark street, 
and G. H. White, 1230 State street, both bar- 
tenders, walked away to the bar. Then he 
drew the weapon and placed it at his right 
temple. 

Ross, White, and R. Smythe, one of the 


‘owners of the saloon, turned when they heard 


the report of the revolver. Williams fell 


floor. 
Smythe notified the Harrison street police 


of the shooting, but when Sergeant Frank 
Hatchett and Policeman Otto Neumann of 
the central detail station reached the place 
Williams was dead The body was taken to 
Rolston’s undertaking rooms. 

Williams met Ross and White at the saloon 
at 8:80 o’clock. After drinks were served 
Rose and White proposed that all three take 
a walk.

No Sympathy for Jury Scheme. 


Mr. Taft will make it perfectly clear in his 
letter of acceptance that while he has ad- 
vocated a change in the statute law 80 as to 
make the giving of notice absolutely man- 
datory, except in cases of emergency, he has 
no possible sympathy for the jury scheme 
advocated by Mr. Gompers and indorsed by 
Mr. Bryan. In common with almost all 
lawyers he looks upon that as an absurdity, 
and he will make this manifest in his speech 
next Tuesday.. Under the Bryan-Gompers 
scheme it would be practically impossible to 
execute the decree of any court. All writs 
of injunction, practically speaking, concern 
things which happen outside of court. Prac- 
tically every man who disobeys an injunction 
is guilty only of what is called indirect con- 
tempt of court and which it is proposed to 
have tried by jury. 

For instance, the federal court at Chicago 


tear up the tracks on State street. Under 
ordinary practice that order would be obeyed 
because every one would know that if it were 
not obeyed the federal court by summary 
decision would arrest the offender and pun- 
ish him for contempt. Under the Bryan- 
Gompers plan the question of whether the 
man wag justified in tearing up the tracks 
would have to be decided by a jury, and under 
ordinary practice it might take weeks or 
months to get a decision, and in addition to 
that the jury would have to decide purely 
an equity case, which is the most delicate 
branch of the work of the courts, inasmuch 
as it involves a great deal of discretion on the 
part of the judge. 


Bryan Has a Boomerang. 


Many of the big lawyers here say that the 
proposition to try contempt cases for viola- 
tion of an injunction order by jury will as 
the campaign progresses become so absurd 
that it is likely to do the democrats more 
harm than good, : 

It is remembered now that up to 1896, when 
Bryan first became a candidate for the presi- 
dency, he had never tried a case in a court of 
record, his legal experience having been con- 
fined to small cases and collection suits be- 
fore justices of the peace.

RUMP CAUCUS NAMES TICKET 
FOR WISCONSIN DEMOCRATS. 


Convention Adopts Only a Platform, 
Leaving Nominations for Primaries 
to Be Done by Petition. 


Milwaukee, ‘Wis., July 23.—[Special.]— 
Three things marked the proceedings of the 
democratic state convention here today, 
which ended its troubled existence by ad- 
journing sine die. .After all the dispute of 
yesterday over what should or should not 
go into the state party’s declaration of prin- 
ciples, an innocuous platform was adopted in 
which there was no reference to the liquor 
question nor to the personal liberty problem. 

Fifty or sixty of the insurgent delegates, 
disgruntied at the convention's decision to 
abide by the primary law and leave the nam- 
ing of candidates to the state committee by 
petition, met in rump caucus and decided ona 
ticket headed by A. J. Schmitz of Milwaukee 
for governor. : 

Permanent Chairman T. L. Cleary of Platts- 
ville earned the sympathy of every delegate 
on the floor by his pluck’ in delivering his 
address to the convention in accordance with 
the program, when just before ascending 
the platform he had received news of his 
mother’s death. Without betraying his be- 
reavement except by an unwonted gravity 
of expression, Mr. Cleary took his place, and 
facing his audience without a quiver, de- 
livered a forceful address. When he had 
finished the appointment of a chairman pro 
tem revealed the news to the convention, and 
a resolution of sympathy was immediately 

assed. 

P The report of the committee on resolutions 
which was adopted unanimously as present- 
ed by its chairman, J. J: Cunningham of Rock 
county, indorses the national platform and 
invites state support of the Bryan-Kern 
ticket and favors state legislation to guar- 
antee bank deposits in state banks.

PASS AS A REBATE TO TRUST 


Indictments Follow Investiga- 
tion of Fruit Trade. 


NEW KIND OF A CUT RATE. 


I. C. and Rock Island Accused of Giv- 
ing Free Transportation. 


* 


Investigation of the seemingly trivial of- 
fense of violating the new anti-pass law— 
for which the Illinois Central and the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific roads were 
indicted yesterday—has brought to light new 
evidence of shady relations of railroade and 
trusts which will mean fresh trouble for 
several railroads. 

The two roads mentioned yesterday were 
indicted by the federal grand jury, in the 
first move of the government under the new 
law prohibiting the giving of interstate 
passes by railroads, It is not this, however, 
that is of importance to the roads. It is the 
stories of the close relations between the 
roads and the fruit shjpping trust that are 
being examined most carefully my United 
States District Attorney Edwin W. Sims. 

Witnesses heard by the grand jury told 
how the Illinois Centraj road, by the judictous 
distributions of passes to employés of the 
Fruit Dispatch company, a subsidiary cor- 
poration of the United Fruit company, com- 
momly known as the trust, had been able to 
give that materially lower rates 
than those of the independent concerns who 
were competing with it. 

The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific road, 
it was testified, was distributing annua) 
passes to even the buyers of fruit in Colo 
rado, presumably to induce such buyers to 
go to Kansas City and other markets where 
they might purchase from the fruit trust. 
None but the customers of the trust were 
given these passes, said the witnesses. 


Passes Smash the Independents. 


William A. Ryan, special agent for the 
Interstate Commerce commission in the in- 
vestigation bf these cases, testified that the 
distribution of these passes had borne ex- 
actiy the same result. as if the roads had 
given a much lower rate to the trust—that 
independent competition practically had been 
stified. 

‘““The fruit trust practically has secured 
all of the business in the vast territory in 
which it operates through the operation of 
this system of distribution of passes to its 
employés and its customers,“ said Mr. Ryan 
as a witness. “The Rock Island road al- 
lowed commission merchants along its line 
to go as far south as Memphis on passes. in 
order to make their purchases from the trust. 

** Correspondence between the railroad and 
the ‘companies thus favored indicated that 
this pass system was a direct bid for their 
business. That the business was secured, to 
the detriment of the smaller concerns, is 
quite evident.“ 

Were the smaller companies given any 
such privileges?’ was one of the questions 
put to Mr. Ryan. 

“No, they were not,“ said he. “ These 
passes were in the form of annual mileage, 
which permitted the recipients of the favors 
to ride where they would, whether or not 
they were accompanying shipments of fruit. 
There appeared to be no preterisze that the 
passes were given only An order that the 
holders might accompany fruit shipments.“ 

Assistant District Attorneys Hanchet and 
Childs, who are perparing the evidence 
against the roads which were indicted, have 
evidence that 100 passes were given by the 
Illinois Central road. The Central, however, 
was indicted upon only ten counts.

First Cavalry regiment, I. N. G., swooped

The 
object was to try a scheme of concentrating 
and arriving at the destination simulta- 
neously. The idea fostered by the regiment's 
leader; Col. Milton J. Foreman, proved un- 
usually successful. . 

Imaginary Foe Is Outwitted,; 

Along the march flankers, rear and van 
guards, and Scouts Were used to detect ene- 
mes that were edpposed to be harrying the 
country-into whith the cavaleade of Illinois 
nfilitia wes valiahtly pushing.

Mayor Busse witnessed 
the ceremony from one end of the field with 
a party of neigtibors and friends. Scattered 
around the parade grounds were hundreds of 
spectators who cheered the cavalrymen as 
they passed in review before Col. Foreman 
and his staff. After the parade Col. Foreman 
put the troops through 4 series of drills.

Boston, Mass., July 28.—[{Special.}—Cor- 
neltus P. Shea, former international presi- 
dent of the teamsters union, was today sen- 
tenced to six months in the house of correc- 
tion for not supporting his wife and two chil- 
dren. He appealed from the sentence and 
was held in $500 for the Superior court. 

Shea was arraigned this morning before 
Judge Preble in the Charlestown District 
court on a charge brought by his wife, Mary. 

Mrs. Shea and her two little girls, Marga- 
ret, aged 12, and Genevieve, aged 8, testified 
against the father. Mrs. Shea and both the 
children: were neatly dressed. Mrs. Shea 
told the court that ner husband had done ab- 
solutely nothing for the support of herself 
and her children and that she had been 
obliged to sell her furniture piece by piece te 
get money for food. 

Only this morning,” said Mrs. Shea de- 
tween sobs, I was obliged to sell the screens 
from the windows for $1 in order to get 
money enough for our breakfasts.”’ 

Shea told the court in his own defense that 
he was unable to get work and had been sick 
for some time: He said he had been getting 
along himself by earning a spare dollar or 
two now and then and by borrowing from his 
friends. Asked why he didn’t borrow enough 
for the support of his family, he said that 
he didn’t want to. a 

In summing the evidence Judge Preble said 
that Shea appeared to be able bodied, and 
while he was out of work he seemed to be 
able to take care of himself. f

FIRE MAKER FOUND GUILTY; 
ACCUSED OF BURNING MILL. 


George R. Gamble, Who Had Many 
Losses in Illinois, Convicted of Arson 
in Bellefontaine, 0. 


Bellefontaine, O., July 23.—George R. 
Gamble was found guilty today of arson by 
a jury. He will be sentenced tomorrow. 

The fire marshals of Ohio, Illinois, and 
Colorado, besides the repreagntatives of 
nearly every insurance company in the 
United States, were at the trial. 

A number of witnesses from western states 
testified to numerous fires that followed in 
Gamble’s wake while he was in Illinois and 
Colorado. 

Gamble has a record of a dozeni other firee, 
although it is not charged that they were 
incendiary. At Champaign, III., in January, 
1898, hie residence burned, and three years 
later his photograph gallery burned. Dur- 
ing 1898 he had two fires in his photograph 
gallery and another the following January, 
and the next May hie household goods were 
destroyed. 

At Urbana, III., he had three fires in his resi- 
dence and studio and at Tuscola, III., a fire 
oceurred in the hotel which he and his wife 
owned and managed. 

A number of the fires in Colorado were the 
next misfortunes of Gamble. The last one, 
the burning of his mill at Evans, Col., wag 
just a month before he arrived in this county, 
two“ years ago, when he purchased a mill at 
Zanesfield for $1,600 and insured it for $3,500. 

Three weeks after the purchase and two 
days after he had received his insurance 
policies the mill burned mysterioualy. 

He was indicted for argon, but before the 
trial skipped out, forfeiting his bond, and 
was finally located at Los Angeles, Cal., a 
few weeks ago, through a Chicago pension 
agency, through which he drew his pension 
as a civil war veteran. He was brought 
back here and a hard fought trial ended to- 
day in conviction.

he had started the fire. One of these wit- 
nesses was Bert Cottrell of Danville, III., 
who claims he was an old atquaintance and 
was associated with Gamble during the time 
he was having so many fires in Illinois.

NEPHEW KILLED WIDOW 
TO GET WEDDING MONEY. 


August Eberhard, Slayer of Viennese 
Woman, Confesses Crime and Tells 
Jersey Police He Hid in Chicago. 


New York, July 23.—Drawn back from Chi- 
cago to the scene of his crime byya force he 
could not resist, August Eberhard, self-con- 
fessed murderer of his aunt,. Mrs. Ottillie 
Eberhard, a Viennese widow, whom he lured 
to a lonely spot in New Jersey a few days 
ago and shot to death, was captured near 
Paterson, N. J., today, and is now a prisoner 
in the Hackensacs jail. 

What interested the authorities most in 
Eberhard’s confession was the reason he 
gave for committing the crime. Eberhard 
said that he was in love with a New York 
girl, and that he needed money to marry 
her, so, knowing that his aunt had $2,500, he 
plotted to kill her and steal the money. 

Eberhard sald he had buried the money he 
stole from his aunt. He led detectives to a 
tree near Little Falls and there dug up a 
bundle of bills. There was $2,400 in the bun- 
dle. He gave the name of an accomplice in 
the murder plot. He said, however, that his 
accomplice had no hand in the killing of Mrs. 
Eberhard. 

Eberhard says that he and his accomplice 
escaped from the scene of the crime on a 
westbound train. He declared he passed 
through Albany, Troy, and Buffalo into Can- 
ada, and on to Detroit and Chicago, without 
being recognized by the police. 

When he reached Chicago he says that an 
irresistible power compelled him to return to 
the scene of the crime ,add then he planned 
to wound himself and surrender to the police 
in the belief that he could convince them he 
had not murdered his aunt.

I must say the victory was not sweet to 
me, nor was I proud of the method by which 
it was secured. Technically America was 

“within its rights to force Halswelle to run 
wide on the turn, and there was actually no

Halswelle, however, did not use great judg- 
ment. He ran much wider than he needed,

Judges Break Tape.

tape and rushed forward with wupraised 
hands, indicating to the runners to stop, but 
nO. one slowed down.

The announcement immediately was made

NO COAST DEFENSE NAVY. 

In addressing the naval officers at New- 
port day before yesterday President 
Roosevelt said: “ There are always cer 
tain numbers of well meaning, amiable 
individuals, coupled with others not so 
well meaning, who advocate merely a 
coast defense navy.” They are the heirs 
and advocates of the Jeffersonian policy 
of coast fortifications, supplemented by 
gunboat flotillas. Such vessels, Mr. Jet - 
ferson argued, while they could do little 
toward the protection of our commerce 
on the open seas, could not become an 
excitement to engage in offensive mari- 
time war.” 

Today the members of peace societies 
and the professional anti-imperialists con- 
tend that a navy of respectable size would 
be an incentive to war. They would have 
a small navy and limit its functions to 
awaiting in home ports the arrival of the 
enemy, so that those ports may be defend- 
ed. This is the contention the president 
widdled with . ridicule and argument. 
Those defend themselves best who take 
the offensive. According to an eminent 


‘authority there are nine rules to be borne 


in mind by a man who gets in a row, but 
that only one of them is really worth re- 
membering. It is to get in the first blow. 

The president would protect the coast 
with adequate fortifications so that the 
mavy can be footloose.” Instead of its 
hugging the coast he would have it hunt 
for and destroy the enemy’s fleet. Then 
the timid inhabitants of ocean ports 
would not be terrified by the thunder of 
hostile cannon. N 

It is emphatically true, as the presi- 
dent says, that there would be much 
surrendering to be done if the navy 
should be merely a home guard. The 
Panema canal would have to go in the 
event of war with a naval power. So 
would the Philippines, Hawaii, and Porto 
Rico. These possessions can be defended 
only on the high seas by fleets that at- 
tack and crush the enemy before he can 
make a lodgment. . The theory of a coast 
defense navy was absurd a hundred years 
ago. It was tried and failed. Its sur- 
vival is a proof of the immortality of 
folly. 

The president makes a new argument 
in support of a strong navy not tied down 
to coast defense work which may have 
special significance. He says it is the 
undoubted right of the people to say what 
persons may come here to work, live, and 
become citizens. He believes that it will 
be necessary to exercise the right of ex- 
clusion more extensively than in the past, 
and if any foreign power shall challenge 
that right it cannot be upheld by a 
coast defense navy.” ‘| 

Did the president have in mind a pos 
sible Japanese exclusion law with aceom- 
panying danger of a war with Japan? 
There is no other power the wholesale 
exclusion of whose subjects has been 
suggested by anybody. If the president 
had Japan in mind—and his remarks may 
be so interpreted in that country—the nat- 
ural inference would be that the possi- 
bility of a war with Japan does not give 
him so much uneasiness av it did last 
winter. There is every indication that 
Japan is not in a warlike mood—and the 
fleet is in the Pacific.

It has a paper perfection which would 
not be realized under actual conditions. 
It is no more in harmony, even on paper, 
with the general scheme of harmonious 
public improvement called the City Beau- 
tiful than a surface boulevard. In actu- 
ality it would prove am excrescence upon 
that scheme. The real friends of the 
City Beautiful project will do well to 
consider this and avoid a serious mistake 


| of policy at its inception. A costly and 


unsighily. device shoald not be saddled 
upon the larger project or so identified 
with it in the public mind as to bring

The duchess of Newcastle, who is lying vo 
dangerously ill at a private hospital in Lon-

The dowager duchess evidently believed that 
she could by gentigness and by kindness wean 
May from her defects of character and fit 
her for the station into which she had mar- 
ried, and for her eventual elevation to the 
rank of duchess of Newcastle, since Lord 
Francis is the heir to his childless brother's 
dukedom and honors. But the dowager 
duchess had to give up the attempt as hope- 
less, and then May abandoned her husband, 
and furnished him with the grounds on the 
strength of which he was able to obtain a 
divorce and to contract another and more 
congenial marriage. * : 

The dowager duchess’ own first marriage 
was far from happy. For both she and her 
husband, the late duke; were complete! 
dominated by her terribly impérious old 
mother, Mrs. Henry Thomas Hope, who re- 
tained a tight hold ef her dead husband's 
fortune. There were other reasons, too, to 
render the marriage unhappy. The late duke, 
son of the statesman duke of Newcastle who 
accompanied King Edward on the occasion 
of his visit to the United States nearly fifty 
years ago, was a rather sorry individual in 
many respects, and no one was astonished 
when a few months after his death hig widow 
contracted a second marriage, with Thomas 
Hohler, who had sung his way to her af- 
fections and to whom she remained deeply 
devoted until his death in 1802. 

She then turned for consolation to phitan- 
thropic work in the east end slums of Lon- 
don, and became so deeply impressed with 
the missionary work being done there by 
the Roman Catholic church that she became 
a convert thereof, Cardinal Vaughan being 
her spiritual adviser in. the mattter. She 
became more and more enthuSiastic about 
her work among the poor, and in order to 
find greater scope for her numerous char- 
table enterprises and to get into closer per- 
sonal contact with the homes and needs of 
her poor protégés she gave up her man- 
sion in Mayfair and took up her residence 
entirely in a large house in Whitechapel, 
now ‘known as’ St. Anthony’s house, where 
she gathered around her a few women of 
birth and means and charity like herself.

It ie no secret that she has overstretched 
her strength and her constitution in con- 
nection with this work, and that if she 10 
now dying it is not so much by reason of her 
age, since she is 66, as it is that she has worn 
herself completely out by her work among 
the — She has two sons and several 
daughters, her eldest son being the present 
duke of Newcastle, her second son Lord 
Francis Hope, while of her daughters one, 
Lady Beatrice, is the wife of Cecil Lister- 
Kaye; another, Lady Emily, is the wife of 
Don Alfonso Doria, the present chief of the 
illustrious Roman ducal and princely house 
of that name; and Lady Biotence Pelhani- 
Clinton. 

The dowager duchess’ death will not benefit 
her children to any appreciable extent. For 
her bun mother, old Mrs. Hope, treated her 
very badly in the matter of money, and 
left most of her fortune away from her to 
the younger of her two grandsons, Lord 
Francis Hope, who squandered nearly all of 
it, even before\he married May Yohe. In- 
deed, it is through the insane extravagance of 
his ante-nuptial days that he has been 
obliged to lease Deepdene to Lady Wiiliam 
Beresford (dowager duchess of Marlborough) 
and to sell the world-famed Hope diamond. 

For some reason or other there seems to 
haye been an impression, even in England, 
that the marriage of the late duke of New- 
castle to Miss Henrietta Hope, the now 
dying duchess, was a mésalliance, and that 
she was of bourgeois parentage. This is far 
from being the case. For her father, though 
all his enormous wealth was acquired by 
trade, was a scion of that Hope family of 
which the marquis of Linlithgow is the chief 
and, like the latter, a descendant of Edward 
Hope, one of the leading citizens of Edin- 
burgh in the reign of Mary Queen of Scots, 
and one of the great promoters of the 
reformation. James Hope, great-grandson 
gt the Edward Hope above mentioned. 

as. one of the fathere of the Scotch 
reformation, settled in Holland, became 
an intimate friend of the then prince 
of Orange, his chateau near Haarlem being 
at the time of his death famous throughout 
the length and breadth of Burope for its 
magnificent collection of paintings. 

Thomas Hope of the Amsterdam Hopes 
came over to England and settled there at 
the time of the Napoleonic wars, acquired 
Deepdene, and married the Hon: Louisa 
Beresford, youngest daughter of the first 
Lord Decies, Anglican archbishop of Tuam. 
Thomas Hope was homely, whereas his wife 
was famous for her loveliness. A French 
artist named Dubost painted their portraits, 
on the chance of selling it to the originals, 
but, falling to do so, exhibited the painting 
under the title oft Beauty and the Beast.”

the eighteen noble Nr! of Venice. 


In peaceful contrast with the dreadful 
memory, clinging about the moated palace lay 
the quiet streets of the town, already tucked 
up for the night underneath a coverlet of 
solitude almost too heavy. The folk of Fer- 
rara are for the most part well to do, and 
probably they are at the seashore. At any 
rate they were invisible. Fortunately there 
were soldiers. here and there to regcue the 
brighter streets from utter loneliness. 

In the café I fell into conversation with two 
noncommissioned officers, who opened their 
hearts to me about the army, bewailing loss 
of time and ruined futures. Their country, 
they to gave them food, and lodging, 
and 8 or5 cents a day, respectively, for pay. 
When their three years’ term of service ex- 
pires they will be too old to begin studying 
for a profession, so they will reenlist and 
st ay in the army, as this offers the surest way

The guide showed me the place in Tasso’s 
dungeon where the window used to be 
through which the poet could: see fair 
Leonora's windows, and where Leonora saw 
him behind the bars, and painted a picture 
of him. The room may be an old lime cellar 
of the hospital, as sometimes claimed, but 
so far as I am concerned it Is Tasso's prison, 
and I have seen upon ite wall Lamertine's 
name written there in confidence that it was 
placed as tributé to a precious shrine, and I 
have also seen the place where Byron's sig- 
nature should have been, but was not, since 
some one—a grand duke, so the guide assured 
me—had carried it off, together with a big 
chunk of the cabo’ eared plaster.

Arqua, where Petrarch was born and died, 
is on the way to Padua, in the heart of the 
Euganean hilis. Of all seasons this is the 
one to visit there, for Petrarch’s birthday 
was the 20th of July, 1804, a Monday, and ona 
Saturday, on the 18th of July, in 1874, he died, 
alone, in his study, his head bent on the book 
that he had just been reading. A pathos of 
solitude makes Argua doubly lovely. Shelley 
tells the charm of it im memorable verse, and 
Disraeli uses the scene as background in a 
novel. But most impressive of descriptive 
words are those on the house itself where 
Petrarch died: 

“If thou art stirred by love of country, 
bow to these walls whence passed the great 
soul, the singer of the Scipios and of Laura.“ 

Not far away is “many domed Padua 
proud.“ drowsy as the summes day itself. 
drowsy in its wide squares, in its market 
place, in its cool arcades, and in its palace 
gardens, where flowing fountains refresh the 
ene air. The ancient Wrinkled dames in 
the market place are drowsy, knitting and 
tending shop beside their scales and laden 
panniers; the cabmen nod upon their boxes, 
life drones along, even the busy bees, if Padua 
happens to have any, now are napping, 
though it.is late afternoon, long past the hour 
of the siesta. I havea fancy that in summer 
Padua sleeps just like this by morning, noon, 
or evening, except for an hour or two after 
sundown, when the women come out to get 
the alr and flirt their fans in a bricf sweet 
hour of coquetry. But I do not know yet, and 
I shall leave too — to learn.

HUMANE SOCIETY FOUNDER’S 
CAREER CLOSED BY DEATH. 


John G. Shortall, Noted Opponent of 
Cruelty to Children and Dumb Ani- 
mals, Expires in Sanitarium. 


John G. Shortall, principal organizer of the | 


Illinois Humane eociety, died yesterday after 
an iliness of several months at the North 
Shore sanitarium. Mr. Shortall, known over 
the country for his humane work, was born 
in Dublin, Ireland, seventy years ago, and 
came to America in his early youth. He 
came from New York to Chicago in 1854. 
For the last four years he had lived at Win- 
netka. | ™ 

For more than thirty years he was the pres- 
ident of the Illinois Humane society, in which 
he was actively interested all his life. His 
presidency of the society dates from the year 
1877. In that year he organized the Ameri- 
can liumane society, a national body. He 
presided at the humane congress held in con- 
nection with the world’s fair in 1882. 

Mr: Shortall was well known also for. his 
connection with the Chicago library board, 
of which he was ita president for three yeare. 
He aldted in the acquirement by the board of 
Dearborn park as a site for the library build- 
ing. He was a director of the Title Guarantee 
and Trust company and of the Chicago Title 
and Trust company. He was also a member 
of several literary clubs. 

His death was not unexpected, for he had 
been suffering from a general breaking down 
for the last three years. A hemorrhage of 
the lungs resulted in his death. He left one 
son, John L. Shortall, a lawyer, who suc- 
ceeded him a year or #0 ago as president of
